Long Term farm 
Loans Show 
Bin Increase 


J o h n 
Robertson, 
seeretarv- 
treasurer of the National Farm 
TiOan Association of Comanche, 
has recently received a rommun* 
Ication from Sterling C. Evans. 
dresident of the Federal Land 
Bank of Houston, concerning the 
drastic increase in demand for 
long-term farm mortgage loans 
in Texas. 
Mr. Evans stated that a great­ 
er volume of loans has been clos­ 
ed during the first six and one- 
half months of 1953 than was 
clo sd In any single year for 
twenty-nine of the bank's thirty- 
six 
year 
history. He believes one 
of 
the controlling 
reasons for 
this 
increase is the desire of 
farmers and ranchers to consoli­ 
date their short-term debts on 
a long-term basis. He also felt 
that the fact loans are still be­ 
ing closed at a *4 '; interest rate, 
regardless of the rather sharp 
increase in the cost of mon y, 
is having some effect. 
The 
bank 
now 
holds 
about 
25' * 
of all the farm mortgage 
debt in the state. Mr. 
Evans 
further stated

Bank is now closing about 35' k 
of the total number of loans be­ 
ing made in Texas.

the 141 associations located 
throughout the State of Texas 
that are sole owners of the Fed­ 
eral Land Bank.
